Other vocations mainly closed against her 
the throng of womankind has, for owntnrie* 
past, flocked through tbe one open door of 
marriage. Not that all would so have done 
could they hkvc forc'd a passage into some new 
thoroughfare ; for all did not enter thsreinto as 
upon an ideal of happiness, but with a passive 
acceptance of the sole portion proffered by * 
parsimonious fate.

PENNSYLVANIA PRISON*. 

Hr* ran Vacohan, crying from the dirmal 
cell of a Philadelphia piiaon. was heard at last 
by the philanthropic working women of Sew 
York and after great labor and expense ahe wa* 
releaaed and returned home to Great Britain 
It wa* not, however, till long, dreary oonflnt - 
ment bad aim oat destroyed her heelih and life 
Nobody who investigated her caw believed ahe 
did, or at the time could have killed her child, ahe 
never bad a decent trial nor any deft nee whatever 
worthy the name. And yet, but for the timely, 
friendly interference of the working women of 
New York ahe would have been, by Pennsyl- 
vania law, adjudged a murderer, and to-day 
would have been sleeping in a dishonored 
grave, forgotten, and to her relative* in Wale*, 
unknown. Who doe* not remem t»»r with what 
eurncat. untiring and holy devotion the late 
lamented Mr- Dr. Lor er e*|M>iieed and pur- 
sued tb* caae until del ve ance came and lile 
wa* aaved l

OLIVE LOO AN IN BALTIMORE. 

Wa had tbe rare fortune to hear Olive Imogen 
deliver her lecture on “ Girl a," in tbia city, in 
Maryland Institute, before an audience number- 
ing little abort of three thousand. Confident 
aa we fait of being entertained by a lecturer 
of no ordinary talent, yet were we unprepared 
for tbe revelation of k splendid woman, made 
of the beat materials that God devotes to such 
creations, a wit flashing like antilight Irom the 
edges of Toledo Illadf, an intellect strong in fhe 
muscle of logic, a aoul brave in fbe champion* ip 
of truth nnd right, and, to crown all, a grand 
aelf-poaaeaaion, mark of a well poised nature, 
enabling her to maintain her own individuality, 
clearly outlined, againat any conflicting mag- 
netic power of her audience. But if we were 
taken by surprise, considerably more so. we 
aospect. were the gentlemen of tbe committee 
who did the unprecedented thing of engaging a 
woman to open the regular comae of lectures 
for the Maryland Institute. Doubtless they 
were betrayed into doing ao by accounts of tbe 
brilliant Olive's overwhelming success with her 
“Girls ‘ in tbe leading cities of the north, 
never dreaming that they were calling into the 
camp of conservatiara a disseminator of the 
domestic treason of Woman Suffrage to addle 
the brains of Baltimore's daughters. When 
thia appalling fact flashed upon them, as it did 
before the apeaket had occupied the stand many 
in in a tea, their uneasy glance* and fldgelty 
movements as they sat in fall view upon tbe 
platform, disclosed that they realised what a 
triend beside us remarked at the time, that 
uraware* they had “ caught a Tartar But if 
they found their conservatism unexpectedly 
compromised before a southern audience, they 
had Uie compensation of seeing the sjmaker 
take, her andienne into her own management, 
abonldor the rcsponaibility, and in her unflinch- 
ing, at i sight -forward march, draw them after 
her. curious and fascinated ’As an instance of 
her power of command, we mention the follow- 
»ng In the course of her lecture. an incidental 
and illustrative allusion, depreciatory to negro 
slavery, brought down a mingled shower of ap- 
plause and biases, according to the varying 
political prejudices of her hearers There are 
certain individuals who so pcrwtst in Identifying 
Ihemselrea with then demolished idol that seen 
a alighting reference to its carcass they feel as a 
personal affront, and as jealously resent At 
this critical juncture. Mis* 1/ognn raised h«i 
hand depreoatiMgly, steadied’ her gare twfor* 
het audience, ami with the dignified rebuke. 
“Is this gentlemanly conduct ?* lorned the 
scale* fairly Upon the aide ol applause Another 
instance, and r*ot ilia least among hei triumpha, 
was the good understanding she established lie 
♦ween herself and the junior mem tier* of the 
Institute, ol whom a large number were present, 
l*et(»r*> the opening of the lecture, making noisy 
demonstration* of re»Uve impatience Tbawe 


junior* (hors tn their Usd* and under) hava 
been, for aeverml year* back, by their habitually 
unruly behavior. the blight of the Institute 
lecture* A specimen half-doses occupied the 
settee b s to re us, and filled us with dismal mis- 
givings, aa to our chance for a satisfactory 
hearing They e»t with hats on. is a high state 
of wit, titter, and independence, evidently in- 
tending to play the part of intunidaior to the 
presumptuous “ her,' about to intrude upon a 
masculine platform. In lees than three minutes 
after Mias Logan made her appearance, the hat* 
were doffed instinctively , the young gentlemen 
were carried unreaisting through tbe lecture to 
ita close, cars and eyes open wide to catch every | 
word and gesture, applauding and laughing 
onl) in tbe right places, effrontery gone., and s | 
genuine liking established in ita stead. 

Let me aay aa a woman. >*om, educated and i 
resident in Baltimore, that Ohve Logan baa my 
grateful thank* that she Las aowed broadaasl in 
this city a seed that will shortly prove its plant- , 
ing. Hhe has opened eyes and car* that could 
not otherwise have t*<*ri persuaded to aee tn 
bear, touched heart* that elae would have re- 
mained insensible In Raying this I aj>cak for 
many women of thi» aactioti who appreciate a 
word of justice in tbeii tiebalf from a true j 
woman, one who is herself a bright exemplifies- i 
tion of the principle she advocate* a 
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Hu power has long been almost unlimited 
His family, wife and children, are sulgecta 
whom be is free to make happy or unhappy, 
torture or ruin. For is he not master of pro- 
perty, person, haj pines*. nsy life itself? for if 
be only killa pra&uaQ\ be may paaa aa unno- 
ticed aa the Grand Sultan disposing of slaves st 
midnight All history unites in condemning 
the malignant tyranny of past imp and em- 
peror* , but when the annals of each little reign 
are laid open to the final judgment ol tbe Bu- 
preme Judge, histones will be unveiled of 
household despots and martyrs aa terrible a* 
the dark horror* of the I nqniaition 

And those wbo watch tbe occasional develop- 
ment of caaea wherein this power ta used in its 
full advantage, mnai think with trembling of 
the fin* I account to be rendered by the many 
never brought t»> earthly justice.
